ISSUE FOR DECISION 

Whether to send the attached memorandum , ^commending the use 
of a Presidential aircraft for the May 21-31 visit to the US of 
Wan Li, PRC Politburo member and Chairman of the National 
People's Congress.

Wan is close J^^JfSJff^Sw 
loader Deng Xiaoping and is a respected member of China s oia 
JSar"" San has*lom> known the President personally, was one of 
his principal hosts during his 1985 Vice Presidential visit to 
the PRC, and attended the lunch given by Deng during the 
President^ February visit. At that time, the President told 
£5 WC President Yang Shangkun that though the Vice President 
would officially be Wan Li's host, M on a personal basis I want 
him to know that I will be his host too. 

Since Wan Li is an old friend of the President and will be 
the highest ranking PRC leader to visit the US this year, his 
vi«it has special significance. In addition. Wan will arrive in 
the % a f eHays af?Sr the completion of Soviet President 
Gorbachevs trip to China. As a result, his visit will have 
importance as veil as a symbol of the good state of US-PRC 
relations. Wan will enter the US on May 21 at Buffalo for a 
trip of about ten days to include Indianapolis, Orlando, and New 
York in addition to Washington. 
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Provision of a Presidential aircraft has been customary for 
the domestic travel of the most senior PRC visitors to the US. 
The PRC has provided comparable treatment for senior US visitors 
to China. Use of a Presidential aircraft for Wan's travel m 
the US will substantially enhance the purposes of his visit. 

RECOMMENDATION 

That the attached memorandum be sent to the White House 
recommending the use of a Presidential aircraft during the visit 
by Wan Li.
